The high lights of a written report 
made on the Eggleston murder by 
H G. Holt, a private detective from 
Danville, were 
given 
to Common- 
wealth's Attorney J. R- Taylor this 
morning and he concurred In the the- 
ories expressed tout .differed with him 
regarding the probability of other ar- 
rests being made. 
Mr. Taylor said that while three 
other persons are Involved, there Is 
not sufficient evidence at the present 
time to warrant further action. The 
state official, however, now believes 
definitely that Eggleaton killed his 
wife and that he was laboring under 
a pronousced form of religious fan- 
aticism at the time. 
He plans, he stated today, to pro- 


ceed against Eggleston when his case 
is called and, while believing that the 
man's mind is in a certain degree im- 
paired, he will contend that he knew 
the difference 
between right 
and 


wrong and he will prosecute him as 
h ewould any other person charged 
with murder. 
At the same time, he recognizes 


the probability of thje defense in ask- 
ing, 
if an indictment is returned, for 
alienists to examine the accused pri- 
or to hi» trial by Jury. There seeme 
no doubt now that Eggleston's coun- 
sel will seek to show that he is ir- 
rational and fit only for the lunatic 


Mr- Taylor corroborated the declar- 


ation made by Holt that 
Eggleston 
had made a statement from which :t 
might be inferred plainly that he i» 
the guilty person. This is of course 
reference to the accused s rambling 
talk depicting an avenging God call- 
ing for the expltation of the woman 
on earth for an alleged 
sin.

At 12 30 p. m . they took the air 


again for the 350 miles hop to Kasu- 
migaura, -where they arrived at a-40 


P'on' the way here the Americans 
gave the population of Kushiro. al- 
ready thrilled bv the visit of the Ford, 
the first foreign war craft «*er to 
enter that fishing towns harbor, their 
flrst sight of an American airplane 
and, to most of them, the first view of 
anv aircraft 
whatever.

City Hold Meeting

The last meeting of th» •oelal 
worker* of the city for the summer 
was held yesterday in the room* of 
th« T. M. C. A. building and much 
Interest was manifested. This body Is 
not an organized association, but is 
made up of a number of organwa- 
tloM and individuals throughout the 
city who have for their aim the ear- 
ing for of needy people. 


At the meeting 18 were present, and 
the opening talk was made by Mlu 
Margaret Maxon. executive secretary 
In charge of the Community Welfare 
Association's work in the city. She 
•tressed the point that the object of 
the workers/ was not merely to care 
for the present needs in cases coming 
into their hands, but in placing the 
unfortunate 
people 
in a 
position 
where they were able to provide for 
themselves. The three steps in deal- 
ing with such cases. Miss Maxon Mat- 
ed, were first, to investigate, then 
diagnose the trouble, and last, treat- 
ment. The greatest aid that can be 
given the wotk. the secretary pointed 
out. Is co-operation. To make a suc- 
cess of the undertaking co-operation 
must be accorded. 


Following Miss Maxon's talk. Miss 


Helen Koss, superintendent of Hill- 
top Sanitarium, went into detailed 
explanation of the work, methods and 
routine of the institution she is con- 
nected with. She stated that rest was 
the basis of their treatment and diet 
was another important feature. Great 
success has rewarded the efforts of 
the institution, Miss Koss declared, 
and 
she pointed 
out many cases 


where complete and permanent re- 
storation to health had been affected. 
The 
chief 
point 
emphasized 
was 
bringing cases to the sanitarium's at- 
tention before they had gone too far. 
and 
irrepirable ravages had 
been 


wrought by diseases. 


The last speaker of the meeting 


was Miss Anne Connelly,, home teach- 
er of the State Commission of Blind, 
who is here conducting a school for 
the 
sightless. 
She exnlained 
the 
State's work along this line and 
stated that the object chiefly striven 
for was to bring the blind from a 
state of begging on the streets to a 
position where they were self-support- 
ing. 


Luncheon was served by a commit- 


tee from Jefferson Avenue Christian 
Church during the meeting and was 
much enjoye'd. 
Mns- E. G. Corwine 
Wai chairman of the serving commit- 
tte.The cardinal purpose of the meet- 
Ing was to foster co-operation in th* 
work of the fcody, and satisfaction 
over and appreciation of the help 
given 
were 
expressed.

May 22.— Aliens 
Harris and a handful of inspectors 


have 900 miles of the border ot pat- 
rol. 
Only part of it can be covered 
by automobile. And on horseback the 
agents cannot hope to travel any great 
distances. 
The new immigration act is making 


conditions worse. 
Hundred's of Eu- 


ropeans, barred at the seaports, find it 
convenient ato sneak 
in the "back 


They can wade the river any place 


along'the line 
Once on the Ameri- 
can side, they can dodge through the 
hills and shrubbery. There are plenty 
of railroads inland, and unknowing 
motorists willingly give them lifts 


Knocking is too much trouble. The 
law says they must stay in Mexico 
two years before thev can rap for ad- 
mittance. 
So they just -walk m with- 


out knocking. 
Under the Japanese exclusion law, 


the immigration officials are looking 
for still further trouble. 
El Paso formerly was the center of 


the Chinese 
immigrant 
difficulties. 


There were two schools in Juarez that 
did nothing but coach Chinese In an- 
swering questions ina,uisiti\e govern- 


ment agents might ask. 
Hundreds of their pupils stole into 


the United States- Four hundred and 
fifty were deported In a single month. 
On" eday alone, 100 were arrested. 


This year there has been little wor- 


ry about the Chinese. But the Japs 
have been bothering the immigration 
men quite a bti. 
Six or seven Ja- 


panese already have been deported. 


In the "Island District." a stretch 


of land in Mexican territory, one needs 
only walk across an imaginary line in- 
to a city street before he is in the 
United States. Now Uncle Sam is put- 
ting up a hog wire fence along this 
line. 
Every now and then a guard is kill- 


ed. "" Skirmishes between the agents 
and -the smugglers'are quite common 
—so much so, in «rct, they "are men- 
tioned only "briefly in the official ref 
ports. 
Director Harris readily confeses he 


and his men are up against it

BACK FROM RICHMOND 


\V C Hilderman and C. K. Carter, 


recently appointed by the Automobile 
Trade Association to go to Richmond 
for the purpose of prevailing on the 
motor authorities to route tourists 
headed for North Carolina returned to 
Danville early yesterday morning en- 
couraged in the belief that they will 
succeed. 
While in Richmond 
they 


visited Hamilton Fields, secretary of 
the Automobile Club and in charge 
-ok the bureau of information of the 
'.American Automobile Association also 
James Kline, president of the Rich- 
mond Automobile 
The advantages 


of the shorter route into North Caro- 
lina by Danville was explained and 
the superiority of that route of the 
present highway through Clarksville 
and 
Durham 
explained-

Richmond men explained 
that the 


matter would first have to be taken 
up with the Washington authorities 
before any change could be author- 
ized. It is now likely that both gen- 
tlemen will accompany the Danville 
men early in June on a trip over both 
routes in order that they may judga 
them themselves.

Children On Truck Farms. 


Since so large a proportion of our 
total population lives in the cities it 
become** necessary for farmers 
at 


times to go to the centers for their 
emergency labor. A large part of what 
the uninformed cull "hoboes" are mi- 
gratory workers who hang out in the 
cities between seasons of work. These 
migratory workers work in the har- 
vest fields in the autumn and in the 
lumber camps and ice camp* in win- 
ter. 
Thev create 
a 
serious health 
problem. 


The truck farming areas around 
the cities draw on the ranks of wom- 
en for labor needed in urgent times- 
This is especially true of the onion 
growers. Since these workers go home 
at night, the health problem which 
they present is not of much conse- 
quence. 
The Children's-bureau recently has 


published a study of life as it is found 
among- the thousands of children of 
school age who every year cross from 
Philadelphia into the truck farms of 
XPW Jersey and remain there for sev- 
eral months helping to pick strawber- 
ries and cranberries and to gather 
other crops. 
This is the sixth of a 
series of such studies. 
The children work long hours. 
A 


fair proportion of them work more 
than ten hours. 
They are crowded 


together. 
The number of cubic feet 


of air space and surface feet of floor 
space is considerably less than is re- 
quired by oKUnances in -most of the 
cities. The toilet facilities are 'primi- 
tive a,n<i inadequate. The water sup- 
plies at. the camps was generally fair. 
but the children In the fields were 
poorly supplied. The children were 
out of school. Some of them went to 
the truc-k farms in the spring before 
the schools closed. A great many re- 
mained !n tho truck farms in the fall 
until A month or two after the open- 
ing- of schools. 
No repori Is made directly on the 
health of the children nor on sex nor 
rate of growth. 
In all probability.

at variance with this was dangerous. 


Voted to continue its support for 


the Nanking 
Seminary 
but warned 


that "unless the instructions in the 
seminary b« kept in harmony with 
the historic evangelical interpretation 
of the Bible." support would be with- 
drawn. 
Changed the church year to con- 


firm with the calendar year, effective 
January 1, 192« so that all church re- 
ports will date from January 1, In- 
stead of April- 1, as heretofore. 


Voted $75,000 to the stewardship 


committee for promotion of the work 
of the church. 
Decided to send eighteen delegates 


to the meeting of the 
alliance of 


Presbyterian and reformed churches 
in Cardir, Wales, in July 1925. 


The actions on evolution and the 


Nanking Seminary were taken with- 
out a dissenting vote and practically 
without debate^Jhe assembly express- 
ing a clear and firm conviction on 
these points. 
The vote on the Nanking seminary 


matter came with such unanimity that 
the assembly rose almost spontaneous 
to sing the doxology when the vote 
was announced.
